THE 5 5 EDITOR BURTED 1 WITH 
IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES, 


Many Prominent Citizens, Old Friends of 
the Dead Man, Attend the Services 
Neither Priest Nor Minister Present— 
Gen. Stiles’ Eloquent Tribute—Wiltiam 
Vocke. and William Rapp Also Make 
Addresses—The Last Farewell at Grace- 
land Cemetery. 

The remains of Herman Rastor, the late 
editor of the » Were interred 
yesterday at Graceland. were impress- 


ive ceremonies at the desolate house on West 
Jackson street which had been the home of 
ge gg the grave a last farewell 


were remarkable 
for the absence of any 
religious. rites. There 
was no priest or minis- 
ter to read a burial 
service. There was no 
hope expressed that 
any of those present 
could ever meet the de- 
parted in a future 
state. His old friend, 
Gen. I. N. Stiles, asked, 
“Shall we see him 
again? And the only 
answer he could give 
was: “‘I don’t know. 
He didn't.“ 

As Herman Raster was a materialist in life 
it is supposed that the form of service at the 
funeral was what ne would have wished. There 
were present devout Christians, Jewish rabbis, 
but none of these had been invited to express 
the hope of immortality on behalf of the de- 
parted. Hewas gone—it wasastep in the 
dark—that was all. 

Long before 10 o’cilock West Jackson street 
was lined with carriages. The house at No. 391 
could not contain a tithe of the friends who 
came to pay the last tribute. 

The rooms were heavily draped in mourn- 
ing. The casket lay in the front room, sur- 
rounded by floral offermgs. At the head was 
an open book of hyacinths resting on a desk 
of flowers. Another floral tribute represented 
the front page of the Staats-Zeitung of July 25 
—the day Herman Raster died. Wreaths of 
laurel and immortelles were laid upon the cas- 
ket by T. V. Deuster, Paul Bechtner, and Jul- 
ius Muehle, composing a committee from the 
Milwaukee Press club, until it was completely 
covered. There were two laurel wreaths from 
Dresden knotted with the colors of the revo- 
lution of 1848. There were offerings from the 
German Press club of Chicago, from the staff, 
the counting-room, and the composmg-room 
of the Staats-Zeitung, from the National Zei- 
tung, the Milwaukee -Herold, the German 
Press club of New York, the Germania Man- 
nerchor, and many friends.

A Wasninerton dispatch says: 

Barbadoes is now moving on her Majesty's gw. 
ernment. The main question of commercial reci- 
— between Barbadoes and the United States 

has again been brought up by à letter addressed 
by Sir Walter Sendall, Governor of Barbadoes, to 
Lord Knutsford, asking what modifications or 
re@uctions would have to be made on import du- 
ties now in force in the colony in order to protect 
its sugar from being brought under the pro- 
visions of the McKinley act. 


This was to be expected. Although Barba- 
does is about the smallest of the British West 
Indies, it produces more sugar than any one 
of them except Trinidad, the yearly output 
being now about 1,200,000 hundredweight. 
This is the sole crop of the island and all it 
has to export. Of the sugar grown there the 
United States takes fully 70 per cent. It is not 
surprising that the planters should be alarmed 
at the prospect of their sugar having to pay a 
duty of $20 per ton, while that of competitors 
like Cuba and Puerto Rico is admitted free. 
If they do not get reciprocity they feel that 
they will be ruined, for England, their next 
best customer, will take no more from them 
than she does now. Under the circumstances 
it is not likely that Great Britain will throw 
any obstacles in the way of the colony making 
such arrangements as will enable it to keep 
the free access to the markets of this country 


it enjoys now. 


KEEP ON REMOVING SIDEWALK OB- 
STRUCTIONS. 

It is stated that Commissioner Aldrich is 
discouraged by Judge Tuley’s decision forbid- 
ding the summary removal of the Hibbard, 
Spencer & Co. awning. He is reported as say- 
ing: 

I am both disgusted and disheartened over the 
action of the court. It seems too bad that we 
should be blocked at every turn in our efforts to 
clear the public streets of obstructions. but it 
seems from Judge Tuley's decision that the Coun- 
cil has the right to permit any obstruction of the 
street it wishes, regardless of the general ordi- 
nance prohibiting the use of the streets for pri- 
vate purposes and regardless of the rights of the 
public. 

There is no reason why he should take this 
decison so much to heart, or assume that it 
ties his hands in all cases. There is an abun- 
dance of reform work for him to do, in the 
performance of which the courts will not in- 
terfere with him. Judge Tuley has held that 
the Council can set aside a general ordinance 
by a special permit. That is the law until 
reversed. But there are still hundreds of vio- 
lators of the general ordinances regarding side- 
walks who have no special permits to protect 
them and who are outside of Judge Tuley’s 
decision. They can be brought to time with- 
out fear of judicial interference.

Where it has not the Commissioner can pro- 
ceed summarily.

There are innumerable cases where one 
man has gone to the trouble of getting a per- 
mit, and others, seemg what he was doing in 
the showcase or awning way, have imitated his 
example without having his authority. 

When the Council reassemb les it can if it 
pleases repeal its special legislation. If it 
does not the law officers can make a test case 
out of this Hibbard, Spencer & Co. awning, 
and let the Supreme Court decide how far the 
Aldermen can nullify general ordinances by 
individual orders. And while this point is be- 
ing determined, there will be no lack of occu- 
pation for the Commissioner. The moment 
he relaxes his vigilance the sidewalk obstruct- 
ors will be at their work again, and the longer 
an existing obstruction is allowed to remain 
untouched the harder it will be to uproot it. 
The task of clearing the streets must not be 
given up because Judge Tuley has made a de- 
cision in a special case, where it was not 
proved that the public had been inconven- 

ienced.

The sensational article on wheat in a re- 
cent number of the New York Sun is now 
said to have been written by a man named 
Davis, in Kansas, who had previously attained

cent, as against an increase of fourteen per 
cent in the bread-consuming population. He 
makes it out (or tries to do so) that the con- 
sumers have increased ten times as fast as the 
product to be consumed. He has the hardi- 
hood to claim support for this conclusion by 
what he says is a fact “established beyond 
controversy that in 1890 the world produced

SOUTHERN STATE-SOVEREIGNTY MEN 
CHANGE THEIR CREED. | 

The Louisville Courier-Journal says: 

The great and broad principle of construction 
embodied in the tenth ambndment. by which the 
rights and powers not by the Constitution vested 
in the United States are reseryed to the States re- 
spectively, or to the people, owes its place there 
to the influence of Jefferson and his followers. 


One of Mr. Jefferson’s principles, as stated 


in his inaugural address, was: 

The support of the State governments in all 
their rights, as the most competent administra- 
tions for domestic concerns and the surest bul- 
warks against anti-republican tendencies. 


Influenced by Mr. Jefferson’s principles, in- 
cluding the Kentucky resolutions of 98. the 
Democrats, especially of the Southern States, 
were in favor of limiting the powers of the 
national government as much as possible. 
They were against internal improvements and 
a national bank. And in the nullifying Ken- 
tucky resolutions of 98 and the nullification 
performance of South Carolina and the at- 
tempt at secession from the Union they car- 
ried their State sovereignty doctrines to the 
full Jefferson point, 

But these men, after having been anti- 
Nationalists for nearly a century, have turned 
‘around suddenly, and have become stronger 
‘adherents of centralized government than 
Hemilton ever dreamed of being. The States 
would have been of some consequence under 
his plan. Butif the Farmers’ Alliance proj- 
ects were carried out they would have about 
the importance of a county. Can Mr. Watter- 
son explain what has wrought this remarkable 
change, and why it is that the strict construc- 
tionists of the South are stretching the Con- 
stitution to the breaking point, even though it 
were made of rubber? 

Have Mr. Jefferson’s principles played out, 
and have those of the Czar of Russia greater 
staying power? 

These old ultra-State sovereignty Democrats 
are demanding that the Federal Government 
shall go into every State and build warehouses 
in which to store the crops of the agricultur- 
ists. They demand that the General Gov- 
ernment must manufacture and lend shin- 
plasters to every man on his crops and for the 
payment of his debts, thus weaning the 
affections of the Southern Democrats from 
their States and causing them to look to the 
District of Columbia as the fountain of all 
power. Those Southern Democrats demand 
that the General Government shall take pos- 
Session of all railroads and every other 
means of communication, even though ex- 
clusively within the limits of a State, and 
operate them—employing a million of office- 
holders for that purpose. They seek to estab- 
lish a centralized despotism, wiping out all 
States rights and home rule, and run every- 
thing by theirsyndicate of officeholders located 
at Washington. Thisis-strange doctrine to 

be preached in Democratic States which once 
fought for the overthrow of the mild Union 
Constitution. | 

There have been signs for some time back 

that the old Confederates were breaking away 
from their Jeffersonian moorings. It showed 
itself first in their readiness to run the National 
Congress for appropriations for local Southern 
fairs; for the leveeing of their rivers to keep 
water off their plantations; for improvement 
of harbors or the making of canals; for relief 
in case of storms or floods or short crops in 
Texas, or yellow fever in Tennessee or Florida. 
But no one dreamed three years ago that 
Jeffersonian principles would be thrown 
utterly to the winds by his old disciples, and 
that the strict-construction, hard-money Dem- 
ocrats would be calling on the General Gov- 
ernmet to hand out irredeemable shinplasters 
to all, and to take charge of the domestic 
affairs of the States and leave the latter 
nothing to attend to. Yet that is 
what they are doing. Can Mr. Wat- 
terson explain why his old associates on 
the field of battle have given Jeffersonianism 
the cold shouider and become disciples of the 
Czar of Russia, demanding a purely paternal, 
centralized government, in which the States 
are swallowed out of sight and the officehold- 
ers in Washington are to run the whole ma- 
chine down to the details of fine tooth comb 
work on the head of the body politic. By 
standing still by their old moderate national 
doctrine—drawing a fair line between national 
and State. authority—the Republicans are 
finding themselves to be the defenders of 
rights of the States against the fads, follies, 
and despotic tendencies of the Democrats. 


MAUDLIN OR MENDACIOUS? - 

Mr. Moreton Frewen is quoted as saying to 
a reporter for the New York Sun that in De- 
cember, 1889, the French Government re- 
fused an offer of 133 cents in gold per ounce 
for $60,000,000 of ita five-frane pieces.“ The 
most charitable supposition is that the gentle- 
man was misreported. No one here knows of 
any such offer having been made, any reason 
why it should have been made at the time 
stated or any other, nor of any motive the 
French Government could have had for re- 
fusing to) entertain it. Mr. Frewen could 
hardly have made such a statement. If he 
did make it he must be less intelligent than 
his admirers suppose him to be, or perhaps 
was unduly exhilarated by his first few inspira- 
tions of gir in this free country. 

It is notorious that for years the French 
have been loaded down with silver. They 
have tried to appear unconcerned, that being 
the only way to make the best of a bad bar- 
gain,” and by dint of careful nursing have 
avoided the big break which more than once 
seemed imminent in spite of the fact that the 
burden was not added to by fresh coinages 
from the mint. More than once hints have 
been heard as to their willingness if not wish 
to agree with other members of the Latin

sidered in answering the question if the 
French were silly enough to refuse to part 
with a dragging load when they had a chance 
to do so at an immense profit. They never 
had the chance, because no one other than a 
man fit for a lunatic asylum Would make such 
a proposition, and none but an arrant fool 
would say “no” to it if made by some- 


bargain. The French have had more of 
the stuff on their hands than they 
could use, and if they could have sold a part 
of it on much less favorable terms than those 
named they would have jumped at the chance 
as too good to be lost by a needless delay. 
Had it been an offer to give paper for the 
silver it would have been another matter. 
The holders of the coin might have been par- 
doned for fearing tc jump out of the frying- 
pan into the fire. But to decline to sell sil- 
ver for gold at 33 per cent more than the 
former is worth—pshaw! Frewen may tell 
such a story to the marines, but he cannot get 
an old sailor to believe it. 


TaErz are complaints in both Germany and 
England of the effect of the McKinley law on 
certain industries, It is too early to tell what 
the permanent effect of thatlaw will be, but 
assuming that it does interfere with some for- 
eign manufacturers that is not sufficient to 
cause the United States to change its course. 
The settled policy of this country is that where 
an American workman can produce in an 
hour’s time as much of a given article as the 
foreign workman can then that article should 
be made here. Take the case of steel, of 
which as much can be made here in the day 
or the hour as abroad. The United States 
needs a large quantity. Shall it make it at 
home so that the wages of the workmen may 
be expended entirely for American food, 
clothing, etc., or shall it buy foreign steel, in 
which case only a small portion, if any, of 
the wages of the men who make it will be 
used for the purchase of food produced on 
this side of the ocean? In the one case the 
workmen live at home. In the other they are 
boarded abroad at great expense. Hence 
where the workmen are of equal productive 
capacity and the only difference between them 
is one of wages the work should be done in 
this country, because that is the cheapest 
method of doing it. and the best way of pre- 
serving the American wage scale. 

If on the other hand the foreign workman 
is so much the superior in any branch that it 
is impossible for the American to dream of 
rivaling him, then the United States should 
let that foreigner furnish what is needed of 
his particular product and not attempt to man- 
ufacture it here. So let the foreigners stick 
to specialties wherein they do not fear Ameri- 
can competition. Where it is economically 
advisable for the United States to manufact- 
ure certain articles within its own boundaries 
it will do so, even though the result may be 
to narrow unpleasantly the markets of 
French, German, and English manufactur- 
ers. 


“Iw the name ofthe prophet. Figs.” An- 
other mystery is cleared up. Several fruit 
growers in California have for years past cul- 
tivated figs and some of them went to the 
trouble and expense of importing the trees 
from Smyrna, only to find that the fruit was 
almost tasteless and in most cases fell to the 
ground without ripening. Examination 
showed that in each instance the California- 
grown fig lacked c little seed kernel which is 
found in every fig grown in the Smyrna dis- 
trict, that it is the presence of this kernel or 
nut in the latter which gives to the dried fruit 
its peeuliar flavor, and that the figs of Smyrna 
are fertilized and madeto bear the perfect 
seed by the work of a busy insect, which 
thrives in the flower of the wild Capri fig and 
carries the pollen to the female flower, which 
produces the fig of commerce. The next step 
was to import a lot of these insects, and, ex- 
cept the few which died on the way, they are 


| now at work in one of the fig orchards of the. 


Pacific coast. It is enthusiastically claimed 
that they will live and thrive and make the 
California fig equal to any other, with the 
natural consequence that the Golden State 
will ere long be the greatest fig-producing re- 
gion in the world. The announcement to this 
effect was formally made to the San Fran- 
cisco Academy of Sciences a few days ago by 
a professor in Berkeley University, so that 
the news may be accepted as genuine, though 
it has yet to be demonstrated that the insect 
referred to will work as efficiently in the new 
field as in the old one.

The Roman Catholic Church loses in num- 
bers, therefore, greatly more than it gains 
socially, and the dream of “restoring” Eu- 
gland, which certain Roman enthusiasts are 
said to cherish, is not likely to be realized in 


our generation.

CATTLE OF TOWA. 
Report of the State Veterinary Surgeon —

than has been supposed. He does not consider 
it safe to use butter, cheese, or milk from 
affected herds in a region covering one quar- 
ter of the State. ‘The disease is entirely un- 
like that occurring in Palo Alto County, where 
the greatest trouble is past. Regarding the 
nature and symptoms of the malady Dr. 
Stalker says: 
“ So far as I have been able to learn the dis- 
ease is confined to cattle alone. Milch cows 
seem to be the most susceptible, but no class 
is entirely exempt. The disease is a form of 
aphtha, or foot and mouth disease, though 
differing, I think, from any form of the dis- 
ease heretofore definitely described. The 
most characteristic symptoms consist of sore- 
ness of the mouth, producing salivation and 
the loss of the mucus membrane of the 
tongue, lips, and nose, soreness of the feet, 
eruption of the skin on the teats and udders of 
cows, with some elevation of tempera- 
ture, and rapid emaciation. The tongue 
in some instances becomes so swollen 
as to protrude from the mouth, 
becoming cracked, dry, and very painful. 
Canker-like ulcers] invade the mucus mem- 
brane of the mouth, thus rendering it impos- 
sible for the animal to crop the grass. The 
lips, tongue, and nose are covered with dark- 
colored scabs in aggravated cases, and not 
infrequently the membranes of the nasal 
passages are involved, causing a profuse dis- 
charge. A rapid falling-off of the flow of 
milk is a noticeable symptom and often pre- 
cedes any external evidence of the disease. 
Dr. Stalker does not undertake to explain 
the cause of the disease. Nor is he ready to 
assert that it is contagious, although its rapid 
spread would indicate as much. | 
The report maintains that the great respon- 
sibility of the owners of stock does not end 
with treatment of the sick. iry products 
from afflicted herds ehould not be placed upon 
the market. On this point Dr. Stalker says: 
It isnot likely that the present disease 
would be reproduced in the human being by 
the use of milk from an affected animal, but 
both common prudence and common decency 
forbid its use as an article of food. It may 
with propriety be given to the lower animals 
after it has deen boiled. milk 
from any herd where the disease er 
ists should not be used. There is an 
early febrile stage of the disease which 
may escape attention, and during which the 
danger may be quite as great as during the 
more active stages of the disease. It is certain 
that an exceedingly disagreeable odor is given 
out from the heated miik. This odor can even 
be detected in cheese made from such milk.“ 
Present reports ind ioate the presence of the 
disease over the southeastern part of the 
It extends as far west as Monroe 
County and as far north as Tama County, on 
the line of the Chicago and Northwestern. 
Quarantine is not practicable because of the 
suddenness with which the disease appears 


and its rapid spread.

It Doesn’t Stand Close Examination—The 
Crazy Demand for Loans of Shinplaster 
Scrip Will Also Peter Oat. 

New York Post: The weakness of the sub- 
treasury scheme is proved by its defeat in the 
hard-fought Mississippi campaign, where it 
has been made an open issue in all the local 
conventions; in its abandonment by the chief 
Alliance officers in such a State as Kansas, 
where its upholders, in their desperation, are 
now demanding a special session of Congress 


to authorize the issue of fiat money, and in 


the general tendency of third party men to 
let it slide out of sight. This result has been 
brought about simply because the subtreas 
scheme was a rattle-brained idea, which coul 
not hold its own in the face of any serious 
argument. There are farmers, as well as 
other foolish persons, who would favor a 
movement to have the government harvest 
their crops, pay their doctor bills, or put 
them on a pension list, or supply them with 
clothing.

PREDICTS GREAT PROSPERITY FOR 
THE RAILROADS OF THIS COUNTRY. 


Abundant Crops Throughout the West As- 
sured—Sleeping-Car Charges Too High— 
He Thinks Railroads in Time Will Run 
Their Own Sleepers—Compartment Cars 


Becoming Popular—Eastern Roads Will 


Participate in Western Harvest Excur- 
sions—Other Railway Newa. 

O. D. Ashley, President of the Wabash rail- 
road, has just returned from a trip through 
Kensas, Nebraska, lowa, and other Western 
States and is most enthusiastic about the in- 
dications of prosperity he observed. 

“There will be no occasion for complaints 
from the Alliance against the railroad this 
year, said President Ashley when at the Aud- 
itorium yesterday. There will be so much 


| prosperity among the farmers that they will 


have no cause for complaint. Everywhere I 
went in Kansas, Nebraska, and the adjoining 
States the crops were in excellent condition. 
The wheat had just been harvested and the 
farmers say the crop is the largest they have 
had in years. Asa natural result prosperity 
will follow in all directions and there.will be 
a great increase in railroad shipments.” 

„Will there also be an increase in freight 
rates? he was asked. 

No, sir,“ was the prompt reply. The 
railroads are satisfied if the rates remain 
firm, and good crops will insure that. We 
have no desire to raise the rates and will not 
do 80. | 

President Ashley is strongly of the opinion 


that the Pullman and Wagner palace-car com- 


panies are charging rates that are altogether 
too high, and as the same feeling seems to 
prevail among the majority of railroad-men 
there will be a united movement, he thinks, 
before long to compel the sleeping-car com- 
panies to more reasonable prices for 
the accommodations they extend. The rail- 
road companies have contracts with the pal- 
ace-car concerns, and at the expiration of 
a certain time—seven years in some 
cases and fourteen years in others—the rail- 
road people have the privilege of buying half 
of the pa car companies’ property used on 
the roads. But at the expiration of time 
President Ashley thinks, the Pull nan and 
Wagner companies will discover that their 
magnificent rolling stock, in many cases, will 
not be longer needed. 

Some of the Eastern roads are using their 
own sleepi dars, ‘explained the railroad 
President, and in the West the same inde- 
pendent enterprise will be shown soon. 
reason the roads do not have more of their 
own rolling stock is because they cannot af- 
ford it, but if the prosperous condition among 


the farmers continues for another year or two 


and other conditions are favorable, the rail- 
roads will be in a condition to have their own 
palace cars, 

The apartment cars with sleeping 
rooms something similar to those found on 
steamers, only more elaborate, are becoming 
popular, and in time I believe will take the 
place of the sleeping-cats on nearly all 
the roads today. apartments contain a 
washstana and all the other conveniences and 
are preferred to the other cars where upper 
berths are found. At any rate, the Pullman 
and Wagner Car companies are charging rates 
that might be called extortionate and they 
must be lowered.”’

WHERE MANY DISEASES BREED. 


The Lodging- Rooms for Tramps in Police 
Station houses, 

New York, Aug. 10.-—Some conception of 
the army of the homeless which concentrates 
in this city during the cold weather and at the 
advent of spring spreads itself all over the 
country can be gathered from the fact that 
during last year free lodgings were furnished 
at the police stations to 149,853 persons, of 
whom 80,559 were males and 69,294 were fe- 
males. [This would indicate that the actual 
number of tramps may have exceeded 10,000 
maie bums and 5,500female outcasts. Almost 
every tramp isa drunkard. | It must be borne 
in mind, however, that the lodgers at the sta- 
tionhouses are for the most what the police 
elegantly designate as “‘bums” and re- 
volvers.”’ 

They are veritable tramps who seek and ob- 
tain free | at the same police station 
night after night until they become recog- 
nized as regular habitués. In nearly all the 
police stations in this city there are two rooms 
over the prison cells, set apart for lodging- 
rooins for the men and women. They are 
small, illy-ventilated, and are so crowded 
nightly that the stench in them ig abominable. 

e lodging-rooms are disease-breeding places, 
not alone to those who occupy them nightly 
but also to the members of the police force 
who are compelled to sleep in dormitories 
above the foul-smelling lodging houses. This 
source of er has been a constant menace 
to the health of the police force. Despite ali 
attempts to keep the rooms clean the nature

The com- 
pany has an office in the Rookery Building, 
and has been shipping lumber from Chicago 
to ite yards at Denver and Colorado Springs. 
Business has been carried on at thirty or forty 
points in Kansas. 

H. H. C. Miller, attorney for the assignees, 
made the following statement relative to the 
assignment: 

Tho face value of the assets as shown by the 
books is $253,452. The estimated value of all 
these assets which they will certainly realize 
18 $150,000. This estimate is based upon the 
opinion of three or four careful and conserva- 
tive lumbermen.

The desk of the manager was found 
crammed with abstracts of property on which 
applications had been made for loans in vari- 
ous amounts. These abstracts will be re- 
turned direct to the property-owners by Mr. 
Filkins. 

A question has arisen in connection with the 
receivership that will require a decision of the 
court. Since Mr. Filkns was appointed re- 
ceiver by the court there has been considera- 
ble money received from ns who de- 
sired to purchase stock. All these sums are 
being kept separate from the general assets 
of the firm, and records of the persons send.

With the permission of the court, 
coming in the form of an A Dag sums 
will all be returned direct to senders.
